Pork is the chief meat of the Chi­ 
nese. 
It Is used by practically all 
classes of people In all parts of China. 
A meal without pork Is considered to 
be unusually simple, and with the ex­ 
ception 
of vegetarians 
la 
used 
by 
slaves or very poor people only, th*5 
North China News says. 
Fresh pork is such a common fooel 
that 
wealthy 
people '.ill 
not even 
touch It. 
During New Year festivals 
and birthday or wedding celebrations 
a whole dressed hog or a half of It Is 
often purchased and consumed by the 
family and their guests. 
Lamb, however, may be substituted 
for pork, but beef Is considered more 
or less sacred and Is very seldom 
used for food. 
The quantity of meat 
eaten Is small; It Is usually Served 
cot into small pieces and mixed with 
vegetables In a great variety of ways. 
Vegetables are used much more free­ 
ly by the Chinese people than by Amer­ 
icans.

classes of people In all p arts of China. 
A meal without pork is considered to

slaves or very poor people only, tho 
North China News says. 
Fresh pork Is such a common food

wealthy

touch it. 
During New Year festivals 
and birthday or wedding celebrations 
a whole dressed hog or a half of It is 
often purcha sed and consumed by tile 
fumily and their guests. 
Lamb, however, may be substituted 
for pork, but beef is considered more 
or less sacred and is very seldom 
used for food. 
T h e quantity of meat 
eaten Is sm a ll; It is usually served 
cut into small piece* and mixed with 
vegetables in a gre at variety of ways.

T he D ispatch has received further proof that the recent 
decision of the state supremo court on a phase of co-opera Bvt 
marketing, covering the construction of Section 27, will not harm 
Hic institution of co-operative marketing. 
Asked what effect the decision of the .supreme court in the 
Schwartz case would have on the busitotals of the Lake Region 
Co-operative Egg & Poultry Producers’ A nhelation, Irvine Ione*, 
manager of the association, made the following statement : 
“We were one of the defendants in this case, and the deci­ 
sion is What We expected. 
The suit was brought by our competi­ 
tors in 
the name of Schwartz to test the validity of Sections 2<> 
and 27 of the Co-operative Marketing Act of 19213. 
“Section 2(» provides that anyone who induces or attem pts 
to induce a mrrleber of the association to break his m arketing con­ 
tract, or who spreads false reports about the finances, manage­ 
ment or activities of the association, shall be guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor, and shall be liable to the association in the penal sum 
of $500 for each such offense. 
This section of the law is sus­ 
tained. 
Section 27 provides that a dealer who knowingly buys prod­ 
uce from a member of the association is liable to the association 
in damages. 
This suction is held unconstitutional, as we anti-1 
cipated it would be. 
No attempt has been made by any co-opera­ 
tive association to prosecute a dealer under this section for merely 
purchasing from a member. 
“ A former decision of the supreme court held that our agree­ 
ments with members are legal, binding arui enforceable. 
As the 
law now stands, if a member sells to a dealer the association may 
proceed against the member for breach of contract, collect dam­ 
ages from him, and obtain an injunction to prevent the member 
delivering to dealers; but the innocent dealer incurs no penally. 
lf, however, the dealer holds out any inducement to members to 
deliver to him, or solicits their produce, then the dealer may be 
sued and prosecuted. 
“ The Schwartz decision is not a blow to the co-operatives as 
some of the newspapers have stated in bold headlines. 
We now 
have all the legal remedies we need against those who would at­ 
tack us either from within or without, and it is the opinion of most 
of our members that we should proceed at once to apply these 
remedies.”

What is a Habit?

“ Habit” Is such a common, every­ 
day sort of term, with which every­ 
one is more or less familiar, that it 
hardly seems necessary to discuss ii 
at all. 
However, it is iii this very 
fa c t— that habits are 
so 
common­ 
place aud ordinary in tho minds of 
tile great mass of individuals 
that 
the danger lies. 
All loo frequently 
the fundamental importance of form 
Dig right habits iii early lift* is mini 
mized or overlooked altogether. 
Without any attempt to 
givt 
a 
strictly scientific definition, ii 
may 
be said that habit is the tendency to 
repeat what 
lias been done beton 
One develops, not only habits of act 
lug but habits of thinking and tVcl- 
ing in certain ways. 
Habits in re­ 
gard to the care of the body 
cating, 
sleeping, 
eliminating, 
bathing 
art 
easily 
formed 
and 
vitally 
effect 
health. 
Our manners are a collec­ 
tion of habits; we do a rude or ; 
courteous thing almost without stop 
ping to think. 
If we did not learn 
the muscular movements which la 
come habitual through repetition we 
could never play the piano, run 
typewriter, or gain skill in athletics 
Of course, children must learn tin 
simpler motions first 
the 
use 
of 
knife and fork, the buttoning of but 
tons, and tile tying of knots. 
The 
morals of most of us are, to a larg< 
extent, the result of habits of think 
lug formed in early life -our a t t i ­ 
tude toward the drinking of nlcoholc 
liquors or the taking of others’ prop­ 
erty, or the problem of, sex as well as 
our attitude toward other 
people, 
whether sincere or deceitful, friend­ 
ly or antagonistic. 
Most of our pre­ 
judices are the outcome of habits of 
thinking formed in childhood. Many 
persons as children develop a feeling 
about racial and religious differences 
which may lead in later life to intol­ 
erance and hatred toward their fol­ 
low men. This same attitude of mind 
is seen in children toward their play­ 
mates who have the misfortune of 
being orphans, or the child whose 
mother is a scrubwoman, or whose 
father is a garbage collector, or who 
Is boarded under the care of a child- 
placing agency. 
Care should be t a k ­ 
en to see that children 
arc* 
early 
taught 
kindness and 
consideration 
for those less fortunate, for uncon­ 
sciously they will form their a tti­ 
tudes from the home atmosphere.
